together or in combination with a conventional compound or compound mixture useful in 
AML treatment and optionally at least one pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

Claim 2 (original): A method of claim 1 wherein the compound of formula I is PTK787. 

Claim 3 (original): A method of claim 1 wherein the conventional compound useful in AML 
treatment is a topoisomerase II inhibitor, an antimetabolite, an antitumor antibiotic or a 
mixture of such compounds. 

Claim 4 (original): A method of claim 1 wherein the conventional compounds useful in AML 
treatment is selected from the group consisting of amsacrine, etoposide, teniposide, 
cytarabine, methotexate, mercaptopurine, mitoxantrone, dactinomycin, daunorubicin, 
doxorubicin, epirubicin, homoharringtonine, idarubicin, asparaginase, cyclophosphamide, 
gemtuzumab, other CD 33 monoclonal antibodies, ifosfamide, mesna, prednisone, 
topotecan, vincristine, and mixtures thereof. 



Claim 5 (currently amended): A method according to any ono of olaimo 1 to 1 claim 1 
wherein the AML is resistant to conventional chemotherapy. 



Claim 6 (currently amended): A method according to anv ono of claimo 1 to 6 claim 1 
wherein the warm-blooded animal is a human. 

Claim 7 (original): A method according to claim 6 wherein the human is a juvenile human. 

Claim 8 (original): A combined pharmaceutical preparation comprising a compound of 
formula I and a conventional compound useful in AML treatment as defined in claim 1, in 
which the active ingredients are present in each part of the combined pharmaceutical 
preparation in free form or in the form of a pharmaceutically acceptable salt and optionally 
at least one pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, for simultaneous, separate or sequential 
use. 

Claim 9 (original): A combined pharmaceutical preparation according to claim 8 wherein the 
compound of formula I as defined in claim 1 is PTK787. 

Claim 10 (original): A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound of formula I and 
a conventional compound useful in AML treatment as defined in claim 1 , optionally 
together with a pharmaceutical carrier. 

Claim 1 1 (original): A pharmaceutical composition according to claim 10 comprising a 
quantity, which is jointly therapeutically effective against AML, of a compound of formula I 
and of a conventional compound useful in AML treatment. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): A pharmaceutical composition according to claim 10 or 11 
wherein the compound of formula I as d e f i n e d i n c l aim 1 is PTK787. 

Claim 13 (original): Use of a pharmaceutical composition according to claim 10 for the 
treatment of AML. 

Claim 14 (original): A commercial package comprising a compound of formula I and a 
conventional compound useful in AML treatment as defined In claim 1, together with 
instructions for simultaneous, separate or sequential use thereof in the treatment of AML. 

Claim 15 (original): The use of a compound of formula I and a conventional compound 
useful in AML treatment as defined in claim 1 for the preparation of a medicament for the 
treatment of AML. 
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
